^ the 6 Booths since the Congz^esa, the working Basses vorked consistently 
to aohlrre the Three>Tear Plan, hi the first quarter of 19^9, production of 
^a atate Indua tries aaomt^ to 5,6 billion slotys In 1937 prices. This is 
105 percent of the plan for the quarter and 25.3 percent of the plan for 19^9. 

The vorklne class has glyen proof of Its determination to achle 7 o the 
Three-Tear Plan econonloaXly in adyanoe of schedule. Shop competition and 
lanoratlcna haye disclosed nev powerful reseryes which permitted outlining more 
daring and far-raaohlng tasks in the Six-Year Plan. 

It la aatiaated that In 1955 the yalue of production of the state Industry 
will' be 214 percent of Ite 1949 production. This means that In 1955, per 
capita production will be ccenparable to the per capita production of the moet 
hl^ily developed oapitai st oconoales in Europe.

It Is estimated that the value of agricultural production in 1955 vlll 
be ll>5 percent of the value of Ita 1949 production and that the increase In 
animal production vlll be greater than that In plant production. The achievement 
of such a great Increase in agricultural production Is possible only vlth Increased 
gQfvenmsnt aid to small and medium farmers in raising their production and vith 
^e der^opneDt of production cooperatives vhlch vlll take in some of the fains. 

Marked Ihoraaae In Crop Yield Prom One Hectare 

A marked Increase in the crop yield from one hectare is foreseen. Within 
the 6-year period, increases inlhe crop yield from one hectare should be as 
folloimt eheat itU percent, rye 28 percent, potatoes 15 percent, sugar beets 28 
percent, etc . 

An effort vlll be msde to bring the increase In livestock and animal 
production Into balance with development of the national economy end the 
revidreiaents cf the working masses . The status of livestock as foreseen for 
1955 le given as follows: cattle 9.5 million head or 51^ mere than In 19U9; 
cows 6.5 mllllcn head or 59^ more; hogs 9*^ million head or mere; sheep 
2.3 million head or mere. 

In 1955 a®®t production should be 76 percent greater than in 19U9, 
production of coraMrolal pork fat 63 percent grjsater, and production of 
milk more than two times greater. 

Special enjiiasle should bo placed on the development of aocliLLlzed farms 
irtiloh at preaent are not utilizing their productive capacity and irtilch ?ji 
the 6-yaar period should become model socialist farms. The vadue of their produc- 
tion In 1955 should be 222 percent of the value of their 19^9 production. 
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Social and Technological Refo.rmp.tlOn of Agriculture 

Agricultural production will Increase at a slower rate than industrial 
production. However, In the 6-y0ar period, agricultural production should 
InpreABe eufficlently tq anpplj^ the planned increase in urban and rural coosuuqi- 
ttcn and also to supply the increasing deuiand for industrial rav materials, 
and a^ioultural and food products for export. 

To adhlevo the social ant technological rv^formatlon of Poland vlthln 
6 years# the Polish loursl sreM will be suppM 55# QOO tractors and 

many aupply of a^icuitural machinos will bo 185 percent 

greater than in 19,49# the supply Cf fertilizer 119 percent greater . In this 
period# 9 # 000 tlilagea will be electrified. 

Tranaportatlon will be systematized and cerrying capacity greatly increased. 
In 6 years, railway freight traf^ increase 65 percent, frei^t carried 

by paolie motor transport, - five times i transshipments In ports 29,5 percent, 
and frelj^t carried by ocean-^ing vessels will Increase more than threefold. 

Further Inoreas e in ProdUctiv ity of Labor 

The aoMeveiiwnt of the Slx,rYear Plan will re^uiro a further increase 
In labor jroduo t Ivl ty ^ Thl s inoreas e will result from laiproved t ecimlquee , 
better organl zatlon, and IncreaBed shop c ompetl t Ice . In the 6-y ear period, 
average productivity of labor in the state Industry is to Ihcreae e 45 percent , 
in cooetruovion 65 percent, railvi^ transportation 56 pefc^t, 

(hi the has la of Increased mteriai production and a cons is tent endeavor 
to reduce Internal costa, the national Income should be 9? percent greater in 
1955 than It was in 1949. 

In 1955 ooMuaptlon of the total worlclng population will increase 80 
percent over 1949, and per capita ocnsuiiipticxi (taking into consideration the 
Inordaae In population) will Increase 67 percent . Consumption of wheat „wlll 
Increase 48 percent, neat and fats 46 percent, coffee end tea more than 150 
percent, cotton and wool fabrics more than 40 percent, footwear 77 percent, soap 
138 percent. The supply of hlcycles, radios, and other similar products will 
greatly Inoreese. 

It 1 b eatlnated that 66O thousand rooms will be built In urban areas during 
the 6-year8U About 110,000 rooms will be built yearly on an average, idille 
in 1949 only about 50,000 are being built . 

In 1955 scope of investment projects will be more than 2.5 times- greater 
than is 1949. in this oaoneotiGu the development of socialized building 
entnrprlBes is foreseen, and 67 billion zlotys la being allotted for this 

purpoea. 

Cnnital Foraatiop and Maintenance 

Of the total sun alloted for capital formatian and capital maintenance, 

42.6 percent is being allotted for industry, 11.2 percent for agriculture, 

17.1 percent for transportation and communlcaticns, 10.2 percent for residential 
ccnatruotlon, and 7 percent for education, culture, health and public welfare. 

Sven with narked increase in consumption, the share of capital formatian 
in the national Income increases fron l8.4 percent In 1949 to 25*9 percent 
in 1955. 

The dr.epoeltlon of investment In the individual wojewodztwos will introduce 
a new distrlbutlai of product Ivo capacity in Poland, A great number of the 
new industrial eatabllshments , railway lines, and buildings for social and 
cultural Institutions will be erected in the areas of central and eastern 
Roland which, heretofore, have been economically and culturally retarded.
